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INFO. 


1. On 1 December at 3:10 p.m., 2 C-é7's from Hsuchou arrived at Lunghua with 
over 20 Soviets who are inspecting important air bases in China to assess 
their wartime potential. The group, headed by Lt. Gen. Ma~k’al~fu-szu-chi. 
Qh gl & WH), staff. officer of the Soviet Air Force Command in the 
Far East, divided into teams for detailed inspection of various departments. 
Col. Mi-kang-ch'ia~fu~szu-chi ( i a] + % B # ), @ graduate of the Aero- 
nautical Engineering Department of Moscow University, was Soviet authority 
on aeronautics and mechanics and headed the inspection team for the Mechanics 
Bureau. Major Na~szu-lo-chi ( i HB ), aseisted by Capt. No~lan-wei- 
ch'u ( 3 ® i ), wes reaponsible for the inspection of the repair shop. 


2. After a three-day inspection, results were discussed at a meeting. Many 
ao were made against the repair shop adopting an "american system" 
sic). 


3. Chenchiang (119-28, 32-12) and Chiahsing (120-45, 30.46) Airfields, which 
are under the East China Air Force Command, were repaired last May and are 
now auxiliary airfields for the Kast China Air Force, 


4. Activities at the Shanghai Base of the East China Air Force Command from 
17 Catober to 9 December : 


a. On 17 October, one civil transport left Lunghua at 9 a.m. for Nanking. 
One Chinese Communist Air Force (CCAF) C-46 arrived at Lunghua at 2 pom. 
from Nanking, refueled and left for Nanch'ang (115-53, 28-40). 


b. On 18 October, 24 ground crew members arrived in Shanghai from Hsuchou 
(117-16, 34-18) in 2 C-47's and were assigned to Tachang Airfield. 


c. On 19 October three YAK~9's from Hankow landed at Lunghua at 11 a.m. 
and left at 2 p.m. for an unknown destination. 


ad. On 25 October one civil transport errived at Lunghua from Hankow with 
20 cases of silkworms consigned to the Shanghai Native Products Company 
by the Kunming Native. Products Company. : 
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On 28 October three YAK-9's and three YAK-12's left Iunghua at 9 a.m. 
for Hangchow and returned to Lunghua at 3 p.m. 


On 5 November two Soviet advisers and six technicians at the Lunghua 
Airfield repair shop boarded a C-47 at Lunghua and left for Nanking 
on an unknown mission. 


On 6 November one YAK~15, belonging to a group under the direct com~ 
mend of the East China Air Force 2nd which had been repaired at Lung- 
hua, took off on a triel flight. Engine trouble resulted in a forced 
landing at Tachang with damage to the body md wings. 


On 10 November three C-47's from Hankow landed at Tachang at 1 p.m. 
with four senior Chinese Communist officers and an unknown quantity 
of weapons and emmunition, 


On 12 November one training plane from the Hangchow Aviation School 
arrived at Hungjao on a long distance training flight and then re- 
turned to Hangchow the same day. 


On 16 November four MIG-15's from a group under the direct command of 
the East China Air Force held high altitude and high speed exercises 
over Shanghai during the morning. 


On 20 November, 2 C-47's left Lunghue with 14 cases of machinery for 
Nanking. 


On 25 November nine MIG-15's from Hangchow lended at Lunghua where 
their "compressed air plates" were changed. They left for Nanking 
the afternoon of 26 November. 

On 27 November three YAK-9's left for Tsingtao on an unknown mission. 


On 28 November four YAK-9's from Nanchang landed at Lunghua and left 
toward Nanking two hours later. Three YAK~9's returned to Lunghua from 


Teingtac. 


On 29 November an unknown mumber of eneny planes appeared over Shanghat 
during the night. They were intercepted by three YAK-15's from lunghua 
which returned after 30 minutes. 


On 30 November two TU-2's and three YAK-9'a arrived at Iamghua from 
Fukien in the morning. ‘The ground crew inspected the planes before they 
left for Hangchow at 4 p.m. 


On 1 December two C-47's arrived at Lunghua from Hsuchou with over 20 
advisers. Two MIG-15's from the direction of Nanking landed at Tachang 
at 1:30 p.m. and departed in the seme direction after 20 minutes. 


On 2 December two CCAF C-46's arrived at Lunghua wth 40 large cases of 
spare parts for TU- and IL-type planes. 


On 3 December one flight of fighter planes left Tachang at 3230 p.m. 
toward Nanking on a practice flight. Engine trouble forced one plane 
to land at Chenchieng Airfield. 
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On 4 December two C-47's left lunghua at 1 p.m. for K'aifeng (114-21, 
34-48) carrying Soviet advisers who had made inspections of Shanghal. 
Three YAK-9'a left Tachang at 3 p.m. for Chiahsing and returned at 
5330 p.m. the sane day. 


On 5 December two MIG-15's from a group under the direct command of the 
Central CCAF headquarters and three YAK~-10's arrived at ney a at 

1 pom. from Nanking. Both MIG's “changed spare parts" (sic) end all 

5 planes left for Nanking at 4 pom. 


On 6 and 7 December's bad weather. 


On & December no planes landed or left Tachang and Lunghus. Training 
planes practiced landings and takeoffs at Hungjaoc. 


On 9 December four YAK fighters practiced landings and takeoffs at 


Tachang between 11:30 and 12 noon. Transport planes landed at Langhua 
at 2 pom. with 12 large cases of air raid defense instruments. 
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
